Glacier Park, Mont., 
velt Special Crossing Montana, Aug 
6— After inspecting at Fork Peck, 
Mont, what is said to be the greatest 
earth dyke ever to be erected by men 
Roosevelt concluded his 
survey of Northwestern projects, 
breath-taking in their immensity and 
keyed admittedly to a distant future.

1 Government, under Mr Roose- 
velt will push farther and faster into 
projects which hitherto were either 
left to private initiative or which 
were beyond its reach.

Establichment of a wool scouring 
| plant, valued at $50,000, capable of 


kidnapp- | 2andling the bulk of Alberta’s annual 


wool clip, is now assured for the pro- 
vince, according to authorative infor- 
mation available in Tdmonton. Just 
where the plant will be located is not 
yet decided. Four locations are being 
considered oy the eastern firm hand- 
ling the proposition, namely, Edmon- 
ton, Calgary, Lethbridge, and Medic- 
ine Hat. One of the main considerat- 
lons is proper railway facilities for 
both inward and outward shipments. 
The annual wool clip of the province 
runs between 3,500,000 and 4,000,000 
lbs. The largest proportion is produc- 
ed ni Southern Alberta, but there are 
a number of important § producing 
areas in the Central and Northern 
parts of the province, It is stated that 
the financial arrangements for the 
Plant have now been completed , and 
that installation can be commenced 
as soon as a definite location is ar 
ranged. The proposition is being 
closely studied by the provincia) 
trade commissioner's office at Kd 
mocton.
